Under this Co nstitu tio n the 
American peo ple hav e liv ed with 
a deg ree o f po litical freedo m 
which has been the env y o f the 
wo rld. 


Ho wev er, freedo m is no t real­ 
ized by the wo rds o r phrases o f 
any do cu ment, bu t rather by a 
peo ple who u nderstand freedo m 
do es no t co me free and are will­ 
ing to pay the price o f eternal 
v ig ilance to earn the rig ht to be 
a free peo ple. 


Ou r Co nstitu tio n, altho u g h it 
is the hig hest do cu ment o f o ne 
o f the wo rld's y o u ng er natio ns, 
is the o ldest co nstitu tio n still in 
activ e u se. 


It has serv ed as an ex ample 
fo r su ch natio ns as Canada, 
Mex ico , 
Au stralia, India 
and 
many o f the Central and So u th 
American co u ntries. 
The cru cial principles o f the 
Co nstitu tio n are in the Bill o f 
Rig hts, 
(the first 10 amend­ 
ments) which spell o u t ho w the 
indiv idu al liberty o f American 
citizens is to be pro tected fro m 
abu ses by g o v ernment. 
Ou r Co nstitu tio n is the hig hest 
achiev ement o f tho se who fo r 
centu ries dreamed o f a natio n 
who se peo ple wo u ld co nsent to 
be g o v erned o n the basis o f a 
co nstitu tio n ado pted which lay s 
do wn the 
ru les which g o v ern­ 
ment is to abide by with refer­ 
ence to its citizens. 
Tho se who co nsented to be 
g o v erned by o u r Co nstitu tio n in 
additio n to setting do wn ro les 
g o v ernment mu st fo llo w, also 
specified 
certain 
o blig atio ns 
they bo u nd themselv es to in su p­ 
po rt o f their g o v ernment. 
Ou t o f the interactio n o f co v ­ 
enanted rig hts and o blig atio ns 
hav e 
co me the “blessing s o f 
liberty ” we hav e enjo y ed. 
Fro m time-to *time so me fo r­ 
g et abo u t the o blig atio ns the 
Co nstitu tio n lay s u po n citizens 
when they beco me co ncerned 
abo u t co nstitu tio nal rig hts. 
On the o ther hand, o thers 
want g o v ernment to enfo rce the 
o blig ato ry co v enants o f the Co n­ 
stitu tio n while o v erlo o king the 
fact that it also say s ho w g o v ­ 
ernment shall enfo rce its claims 
and what rig hts citizens may no t 
be depriv ed o f. 
This tensio n between rig hts 
and o blig atio ns has sway ed to ­ 
ward o ne and then the o ther bu t 
as reaso nable men o f g o o d will 
hav e thro u g h a creativ e tensio n 
reso lv ed these co ntro v ersies, bu t 
nev er finally . 
The v iability o f the Co nstitu ­ 
tio n and its timelessness is ev i­ 
dence in the tensio n which fo r­ 
ev er swirls co ncerning what it 
means to say to a particu lar 
peo ple at a particu lar time. 
If o u r ag e treats the Co nsti­ 
tu tio n with the hig h respect o u r 
fo rebears did, and if we u nder­ 
stand the ing redients o f po litical 
freedo m, we will pass o n the 
do cu ment, u nfettered, so it may 
permit ano ther g eneratio n 
to 
achiev e the “blessing s o f liber­ 
ty .”

ANSWER: The latest thinking] 
| concerning dental X-ray expos­ 
ure is that use of X rays should 
be kept to a minimum: 
and 
when X rays for diagnostic pur­ 
poses must be used, exposure to 
radiation should be kept to a 
: minimum. 
i 
This means that full-mouth X- i 
■ tav exams should never be tak­ 
en routinely. And, in fact, all di­ 
agnostic X rays should be used 
¡only after careful consideration I 
of the dental and general health 
needs of the patient. 
Misuse of X rays can have 
harmful consequences, yet p a­ 
tients must realize that X-ray 
procedures are an essential part 
j of modern dentistry, and many 
j 
diseases of the mouth and bones 
of the face and jaw would be 
impossible to diagnose without 
them. 
Therefore it’s 
most 
discon­ 
certing for patients to refuse all 
X ra> s. This rash refusal p re­ 
vents your dentist from fulfill-1 
: ing his responsibilities in giv ing 
>ou the quality care that's so 
important in maintaining your 
good oral health. 
Let’s take dental caries a< an 
example.

reach the nerve. How can nerve 


involvement and its dire com­ 
plications be prevented?

This is best done bv X ray ' 
since 
some 
cavities 
between 
teeth are almost impossible to 
detect in any other way. The 
type of X rays needed for such 
decay detection are called “bite- 
wings.” All tooth crowns and 
portions of roots on one side of 
the jaw, upper and lower, can 
be pictured on one bitewing 
film. 
Patients with high decay rates 
may need bitewing films every 
year; others at two-year inter­ 
vals. etc. It depends on the pro­ 
fessional judgment of the den­ 
tist. 
Dentists 
minimize 
possible 
harm from radiation by follow­ 
ing these rules: 
1. Reduce exposure time by 
use of high-speed film. 
2. Use of special lead and 
aluminum filters in X-ray ma­ 
chines. 
3. When indicated, protect pa­ 
tients against scatter rays by 
covering their bodies with lead 
apron. This is mandatory in Cal­ 
ifornia and Wisconsin. 
4. Don’t ii'C X rays on preg­ 
nant women or young children 
except in ca>es of real neces­ 
sity, and then with proper pro­ 
tection. 
5. Be sure X rays are taken 
accurately so they needn't be 
retaken. 
6. Reduce number of expos­ 
ures to minimum necessary for 
determining essential diagnostic 
information.

Waffles keep well 
in th e freezer and can be de­ 
frosted fast in th e oven or in a 
toaster. 
Coffee cakes, muffins and oth ­ 
er quick breads also freeze well.

Since ready -to-w’ear p ants are 
designed

ty p es, th e fit will v ary among 
th e different brands. By try ing 
v arious brands, y ou h av e to op ­ 
p ortunity to locate th e garment 
th at is p rop ortioned to y our 
needs. 
Ach iev ing fash onable fit may 
be more difficult few women to 


rsew their o wn eTo fhes. Perha ps 
no item of women’s cloth ing p ro­ 
v ides more fitting p roblems th an 
do p ants. 
Patterns for p ants sh ould be 
selected according to h ip meas­ 
urement, not waist. Before cut­ 
ting th e garment, take addition­ 
al body measurements — waist, 
crotch length , 
instep 
and 
leg 
length . Measure crotch length 
wh ile sitting on a flat surface— 
from waistline around th e curv e 
of th e h ip to th e surface. 
Measurements alone will not 
insure a good fit. Since it is im­ 
p ossible to take ex act measure­ 
ments in some areas, it would 
l>e best to make a trial garment 
of inex p ensiv e fabric. Wh en y ou 
h av e fitted th e garment correct­ 
ly , y ou will h av e th e basis for a 
“m aster” p attern for future use. 
Fitting “ Clues” For You 
Some adjustments y ou would 
make in a skirt can also h e 
made in p ants. For instance, h ip 
and waist size will be th e same 
for a 
straigh t skirt or slim 
p ants. 
Wh en ch ecking fit, wear th e 
foundation garment y ou p lan to 
w’ear with th e outfit. Here are 
some fitting “clues” 
for y our 
ov erall ap p earance: 
—Garment h as no 
unsigh tly 
h orizontal, diagonal or v ertical 
wrinkles or strain lines. 
—Center and side seams di­ 
v ide th e figure in h alf. 
—Front view silh ouette lines 
are straigh t from h ip line to lowr- 
er h emline of legs. From wait- 
line to h ip line, th e fabric sh ould 
lie smooth ly , 
but not tigh tly , 
along th e curv e of th e body . 
—Side silh ouette sh ows a sligh t 
smooth curv e 
following 
body 
lines from waistline to h ip line in 
front and back. From th e h ip ­ 
line down, th e fabric falls in 
lines determined by th e sty le of 
th e garment. 
Waitline is snug and h ip line 
is trim but not snug. 
—Crotch seamline follows bo­ 
dy curv es easily but not tigh tly . 
Too much length in th is area 
causes th e garment to sag. 
—Smooth h emh ne h angs ev en­ 
ly around th e ankles and does 
not buckle on th e instep . 
—A p rop er amount of ease is 
distributed ev enly th rough t th e 
garment. Th e amount of ease 
may v ary one to th ree inch es 
at th e h ip , two to four inch es 
at th e knee, two to th ree inch es 
at th e ankle, and V2 to two inch ­ 
es in th e crotch length . 
Th e ty p e of fabric will h av e 
some influence on th e amount 
of ease th at is needed. Stretch 
or knit fabrics or oth ers will 
"giv e” do not require as much 
ease 
allowance as 
ex tremely 
firm fabrics do.

A sho rt 130 y ears ag o to day (o n 
Sep temb er 17, 1818) 
Illin o is, in 
an o ther mo v e to wards its u lti­ 
mate g o al o f stateho o d, held an 
electio n fo r slate 
o fficers 
an d 
memb ers o f its first Gen eral As­ 
semb ly . 
These elected o fficials were to 
take o ffice after Co n g ress ap ­ 
p ro v ed the p ro p o sed state co n ­ 
stitu tio n an d had determin ed that 
the Illin o is Territo ry had met all 
the o ther req u iremen ts as set 
fo rth it the en ab lin g act which 
had b een p assed in Ap ril, 1818. 
Actin g as head o f the terri­ 
to rial g o v ern men t at the time 
was Go v ern o r Nmian 
Edwards, 
who , alo n g with Ju dg e Jesse B. 
Tho mas, wo u ld so o n b e elected 
b y the g en eral assemb ly as the 
first Un ited Stales Sen ato rs fro m 
the n ewly created western state. 
The Co n g ress, 
after 
a sho rt 
hesitatio n p erio d b ro u g ht ab o u t 
o v er a co n flict co n cern in g the

p o p u latio n

40,000. rejected this an d o ther

an d, to a g reat ex ten t, alo n g the 
Mississip p i,

riv ers. 
Scho o l were few an d far b e­ 
tween , 
co mmu n icatio n s w e r e 
scarce if at all o b tain ab le an d tra­ 
v el. to say the least, was b o th 
difficu lt an d dan g ero u s. 
Kaskaskia, with a p o p u latio n o f 
a b it mo re than 2.000, was the 
larg est city in the n ew state with 
Shawn eeto wn o n the Ohio Riv er 
listed as n ex t in imp o rtan ce. Ed- 
wardsv ille in Madiso n Co u n ty was 
ju st b eg in n in g to sho w’ p ro mise 
an d Carmi. Go lco n da an d Vien n a 
were b u t mere hamlets. 
Ou r larg er cities o f the p resen t 
day — Chicag o , Ro ckfo rd, Sp rin g ­ 
field, Decatu r, C h a m p a i g n ,

Dan v ille, 
etc. — were still so mewhere in 
the fu tu re.

The Co n stitu tio n o f 1818 remain ­ 
ed the law o f the state u n til 
1848 an d reflected, to a g reat 
ex ten t, the feelin g o f distru st o n 
the p art o f the early settler fo r 
cen tralized g o v ern men t.
